Grant  goes  to  Reach  Fitchburg 


FITCHBURG,  MA-  The  region  will 
soon  have  a  series  of  walking  and  driv- 
ing guides,  thanks  to  several  local 
groups  who  banded  together  and  se- 
cured a  grant  from  the  Massachusetts 
Cultural  Council. 

REACH  Fitchburg,  which  stands  for 
recreation,  education,  arts,  culture  and 
history,  was  awarded  $5,000  from  the 
Council.  REACH  is  a  combined  effort 
of  the  Fitchburg  State  College  Foun- 
dation, Fitchburg  Art  museum, 
Fitchburg  By  Design,  Fitchburg  Histori- 
cal Society,  and  the  Fitchburg  Indus- 
trial Development  Commission.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  grant  money,  each  of  the 
partner  institutions  will  contribute 
funds  to  the  project. 

"Our  hope  is  that  the  guides  will 


promote  cultural  tourism  and  civic 
pride,"  said  Mary  Chapin  Durling,  cul- 
tural affairs  coordinator  at  Fitchburg 
State. 

The  guides  will  look  at: 

"The  Historic  Downtown,"  detail- 
ing the  richness  of  the  Main  Street's 
national  historic  district.  The  district, 
which  extends  from  lower  Main  Street 
through  the  center  and  the  surround- 
ing side  streets,  encompasses  build- 
ings from  the  National  Register,  includ- 
ing the  Faith  United  Parish  Church,  the 
Civil  War  Monument,  and  the  Fay  Club. 
"The  Architecture  of  Henry  M. 
Francis,"  a  look  at  the  disciple  of  re- 
nowned architect  H.H.  Richardson,  who 
was  the  primary  force  in  defining  the 


look  of  Fitchburg's  architecture  dur- 
ing the  late  1  800's.  The  guide  will 
include  many  examples  of  his  work: 
public  buildings,  schools,  mills,  and  resi- 
dences throughout  the  city. 

"The  Neighborhoods,"  is  an  explo- 
ration of  ethnic  neighborhoods.  It  will 
highlight  the  early  history  of 
Fitchburg's  Irish,  Finnish,  English,  Afri- 
can-American, Italian,  as  well  as  the 
present  Latino,  Asian,  and  Hmong 
people. 

"Arts,  Culture,  and  Recreation" 
This  guide  will  include  a  map,  sched- 
ules, hours,  and  telephone  numbers  to 
the  city's  many  cultural  institutions 
and  recreational  areas.

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Collegians  find  jobs 
today  the  online  way

College  students  have  many  career 
options  open  to  them,  but  most  stu- 
dents interview  with  companies  that 
come  to  campus  or  have  corporate 
materials  on  file  with  our  Career  Ser- 
vices office-  or  companies  recom- 
mended by  friends  and  relatives.  That 
means,  at  a  time  when  college  stu- 
dents are  in  demand  in  a  busy  job 
market,  a  large  number  of  students 
apply  to  a  handful  of  well-  known  com- 
panies, and  many  of  the  best  oppor- 
tunities go  undiscovered. 

According  to  a  study  by  recruit- 
ment agency  Bernard  Hodes  Adver- 
tising, 77%  of  students  nationally  used 
a  campus  career  services  office  to  look 
for  a  job  and  74%  attended  at  least 
one  career  fair.  "Attending  campus 
job  events  is  good,  but  not  enough. 
As  a  result,  students  miss  out  on  many 
exciting  opportunities  right  under  their 
noses,"  says  Glenn  Gutmacher,  man- 
ager of  Town  Online  Working 
(www.townonline.com/working),  a 
major  career  Web  site  in  eastern  Mas- 
sachusetts whose  print  version  ap- 
pears in  many  area  newspapers. 

The  companies  that  diligently 
make  a  presence  on  campuses  are 
usually  the  major  corporations  in  their 
area.  "That  means  students  remain 
unaware  of  great  entry-level  jobs  with 
emerging  growth  firms  in  various  in- 
dustries in  their  area  that  don't  have 
the  money  to  advertise  positions 
through  traditional  methods,  as  well 
as  companies  large  and  small  that  are 
based  outside  their  local  area," 
Gutmacher  added. 

When  the  Web  is  Worth  Your 
Time-and  Not. 

Where  do  you  find  such  companies 
and  jobs?  The  internet.  According 
to  the  same  Bernard  Hodes  study, 
56%  of  college  students  accessed  at 
least  one  corporate  Web  site,  and  1  3% 
applied  for  positions  via  the  Web. 
However,  finding  and  pursuing  indi- 
vidual company  Web  sites  can  be  a 
time-consuming  process.  Many  job 
web  sites  have  emerged  in  just  the 
past  couple  of  years  that  contain  list- 
ings which  are  categorized  and  search- 
able. However,  most  of  these  sites 
are  plagued  by  out-of-date  listings, 
limited  company  information,  and  rela- 
tively few  jobs  exist  within  specific  job 
categories  unless  you  want  a  com- 
puter programming  position.  "The 
result  is  frustration,"  Gutmacher  said. 
Intelligent  Agents-the  Future  of 
Online  Searching. 


Fortunately,  a  new  generation  of 
intelligent  agent  technology  has 
emerged  on  the  Internet.  It  is  now 
being  applied  to  career  Web  sites. 
Even  after  you  leave  a  web  site,  an 
online  Agent  continues  to  search  for 
things  that  meet  your  criteria.  When 
something  matches  you,  you  are  noti- 
fied, typically  in  a  password-protected 
online  message  center. 

"For  example,  on  our  site,  we  take 
Agents  to  a  state-  of-the-  art  level," 
said  Gutmacher.  "You  input  a  profile 
about  yourself-  what  skills  you  have, 
what  work  you're  interested  in,  etc., 
and  the  Agent  e-mails  right  to  your 
regular  address  about  opportunities 
which  you  can  apply  for  with  just  a 
mouse-click.  Detailed  information  on 
the  companies  with  a  link  to  their  main 
Web  site  is  also  included.  It's 
powerful. ..and  easy." 

For  these  types  of  Agent-based 
Web  sites,  after  you've  done  the  ini- 
tial free  registration  and  profile  entry, 
you  don't  have  to  remember  to  visit 
the  Web  site.  You'll  continue  to  get 
job  matches  sent  to  you  automatically 
and  you  can  respond  only  to  those  you 
are  interested  in.  In  some  instances, 
such  as  with  Town  Online  Working,  the 
Web  site  is  linked  to  a  national  ser- 
vice, so  you'll  also  learn  about  jobs  in 
other  parts  of  the  country.

Two  new  professors, 
two  new  plays 

Theater  blossoms  at  FSC  as  two  new  professors,  Kelly  Morgan 
and  Richard  McElvain,  both  specializing  in  performing  arts,  are  wel- 
comed into  the  English  faculty  this  fall.  These  two  highly-  trained 
directors  are  currently  coordinating  two  productions  for  this  year: 
Thornwood  by  Tony  Howarth,  selected  as  one  of  the  three  best  off- 
Broadway  plays,   and  the  Shakespearean  play  Twelfth  Night. 

The  two  professors  come  to  FSC  with  a  plethora  of  experience  in 
directing,  acting  ,  and  producing.  Kelly  Morgan  has  an  M.F.A.  in  Act- 
ing from  Case  Western  University  in  Cleveland,  Ohio.  He  has  taught 
at  the  National  Technical  Institute  for  the  Deaf  at  Rochester  Institute 
of  Technology  in  New  York.  There  he  founded  an  M.F.A.  acting  pro- 
gram for  the  deaf,  the  first  of  its  kind  in  the  world.  He  has  also 
taught  classes  at  Princeton 
University,  Case  Western  Re- 
serve University,  University  of 
Vermont,  and  others.  Morgan 
has  acted  in  numerous  produc- 
tions. Among  the  several  roles 
he  has  performed,  he  has  por- 
trayed Hamlet  in  the 
Shakespearean  play  Hamlet, 
Arthur  in  Camelot,  Petruchio  in 
The  Taming  of  the  Shrew, 
Jesus  in  Godspell,  and  many 
others.  Also,  he  has  played  in 
several  television  roles  includ- 
ing Oscar  Wilde  in  Our  Mr.  Wilde, 
Romeo  in  Romeo  and  Juliet  in 
London,  and  Sean  on  All  My 
Children  . 

Richard  McElvain  comes  to 
FSC  with  an  M.F.A.  in  Stage  Di- 
rection from  Boston  University.  He  has  directed  over  ninety  produc- 
tions and  acted  in  many  plays,  films,  and  television  programs.  He  has 
taken  on  the  roles  of  Macbeth,  Ted  Kennedy,  Oleg  Cassini,  and  Walter 
Cronkite  in  Jackie  -  An  American  Life,  Achilles,  Agamemnon,  and 
Patroklos  in  Living  in  Exile,  along  with  many  others.  On  film,  McElvain 
played  Mr.  Crane  in  the  movie  Mermaids  starring  Cher  and  Winona 
Rider,  Jack  in  Mr.  North,  and  Paul  in  Friends  for  the  Weekend.  He  has 
also  appeared  on  television  as  well  on  programs  such  as  Spenser  for 
Hire,  Millers  Court,  and  has  also  portrayed  Sgt.  Grey  in  Clue  and  Clue 
II  for  Parker  Brothers. 

Morgan  will  be  directing 
Thornwood  which  will  be  per- 
formed February  25th  to  the 
28th  and  again  March  4th  to 
the  7th.  This  play  explores  the 
relationship  between  an  English 
teacher  with  tenure  and  a  class 
of  inner-city  high  school  stu- 
dent to  whom  he  is  trying  to 
teach  Hamlet.  Morgan  charac- 
terizes the  play  as  a  "dark  com- 
edy" in  that  it  addresses  many 
serious  issues  but  embodies 
these  ideas  in  a  humorous  way.    '

This  fall,  FSC's  only  student-run  theater  group,  the  Falcon  Players,  return 
with  another  production.  Aside  from  the  seasonal  excitement  of  this 
semester's  play  The  Firebugs,  there  is  a  new  attitude  added  to  the  club. 
With  this  year,  we  hope  to  bring  a  feeling  of  group  effort  to  the  Falcon  Players 
that  enriches  the  organization  for  the  coming  years.  Whereas  past  years  have 
mainly  focused  on  producing  a  play,  this  year  there  will  be  more  emphasis 
placed  on  the  Players  as  a  club.  The  Falcon  Players  are  still  the  most  influential 
club  on  campus,  affecting  the  student  body  in  a  direct,  emotional,  and  univer- 
sally accessible  way.  With  this  Fall's  addition  of  new  faculty  in  the  English 
department  and  the  continuation  of  programs  under  the  English  Club,  this 
attention  is  intended  to  expand.  Theater  will  be  more  pronounced  on  campus 
this  year  and  the  Falcon  Players  will  be  part  of  that  movement. 

This  semester  will  see  the  production  of  The  Firebugs,  by  Max  Frisch.  The 
play  involves  a  pair  of  arsonists  who  are  allowed  into  the  home  of  a  would-be 
revolutionary  hair  tonic  salesman  (Biedermann).  As  the  play  unfolds,  the  na- 
ture of  social  morality  and  that  of  appearance  in  the  eyes  of  one's  peers  be- 
comes apparent. 

The  play  is  a  satire  -  even  though  there  is  a  strong  message  and  a 
question  of  morays  at  its  heart,  there  is  also  an  equally  strong  bout  of  humor. 
The  two  arsonists,  an  orphaned  strongman  from  the  circus  and  a  waiter  fired 
from  a  restaurant  that  later  mysteriously  burnt  to  the  ground,  enact  a  seance 
in  the  dining  room  with  hilarious  consequences.  The  play  also  toys  with  the 
theatrical  use  of  a  chorus.  The  traditionally  grave  and  musical  group  is  re- 
placed with  firemen  who  watch  ever  vigilantly  for  the  inevitable  doom  that 
they  witness  in  dramatic  throes  of  guilt.  They  are  so  involved  with  their  emo- 
tional cries,  they  fail  to  pick  up  the  hoses  and  gear  laying  beside  them. 

It  will  be  an  invigorating  and  eventful  year  for  theater  and  the  Falcon  Play- 
ers. Whether  you  are  in  the  audience  or  on  stage,  the  energy  will  surely  be  felt 
by  all.   We  may  need  another  smokestack.

ABC  is  a  national  organization  that 
represents  over  20,000  general  con- 
tractors, subcontractors, 
suppliers,  and  associates. 
There  are  student  chapters 
across  the  country  at  such 
colleges  as  Purdue, 
Clemson,  Florida  State  Uni- 
versity, and  Texas  A  &  M. 
Each  spring,  there  is  a  na- 
tional convention  where 
the  "Best  Student  Chap- 
ter" is  recognized.  In  1  995,  FSC 
earned  this  pristine  recognition.  This 
is  a  great  honor  that  this  year's  offic- 
ers, President  Matt  McGee,  Vice  Presi- 
dents Mike  Carpenter  and  Matt 
Carlson,  Secretary  Aaron  Bigmore, 
Treasurer  Matt  Fohlin,  and  faculty  ad- 
visor Professor  James  Andrews  are 
hoping  to  achieve.  There  are  several 
different  categories  from  which  the 
judging  is  decided.  Some  of  which  in- 
clude professionalism  in  the  field,  com- 
munity service,  site  visits,  guest 
speakers,  and  fund-raisers.  Perhaps 
one  of  the  most  important  criteria  is 
membership  growth  and  participation. 


"The  key  to  a  first  place  victory  this 
year,"  says  McGee,  "is  more  student 
involvement  and  participation." 

Professor  Andrews  states  that  net- 
working is  a  great  benefit  of  ABC. 
There  are  monthly  regional  dinner 
meetings  held  at  the  Burlington 
Marriott  and  hosted  by  the  Massachu- 
setts Chapter  of  ABC  and  other  events 
that  allow  students  to  "rub  shoulders" 
with  people  that  are  actually  working 
within  the  field.  These  people  could 
someday  be  future  employers  or  may 
know  someone  that  is

Students  who  participate 
in  the  Walt  Disney  World  College  Pro- 
gram will  experience  more  than  the  cata- 
log outline.  Here  is  my  magical  Disney 
summer  story. 

The  first  quarter  of  my  summer  was  spent  making  Disney  magic  in  our 
oldest  waterpark,  River  Country.  Lifeguarding  is  arguable  the  most  versatile 
Disney  entry  level  position.  Disney  guarding  entails  being  an  entertainer,  medic, 
clock,  weatherman,  and  parent.  The  rewarding  aspect  of  being  a  cast  member 
is  creating  Disney  magic. 

My  summers  most  memorable  magic-making  experience  exemplifies 
Disney  magic.  Sarah  and  Melissa  are  terminally  ill.  The  fun  of  their  final  day  in 
Disney  was  cut  short  by  Florida  weather.

Thousands  of  guests  gathered  in  our  rain  shelter.  I  grabbed  a  mega 
phone,  solicited  everyone's  attention,  and  presented  Sarah  and  Melissa  with 
two  honorary  River  Country  Beach  towels.  Their  mother  was  almost  in  tears, 
guests  were  clapping,  and  Sarah  and  Melissa  were  smiling.  Five  minutes  later 
the  sun  peaked  through  the  clouds  and  that  dark  dreary  day  ended. 

Disney  magic  was  only  part  of  what  made  my  summer.  Water-  skiing, 
beaching,  and  tubing  occupied  my  time.  Beyond  the  everyday  summer  picnics 
and  tanning  were  nightly  fireworks,  daily  musicals,  and  weekly  strolls  through 
Disney's  theme  parks.  Attending  special  events  like  the  Discover  magazine 
Awards(The  Emmys  of  New  Technology),  the  Drum  Core  International  World 
Championships,  National  High  School  Basketball  All-star  Game,  and  my  first 
shuttle  launch,  gave  .me  a  summer-long  feeling  of  complacency.

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Jason  Scarpellini  and  Paul  Parish  Still  GivingTheir  All 


One-hundred  and  ten  percent  is  the  philosophy  that  Paul  Parisi  and  Jason 
Scarpellini  live  by  on  and  off  the  field.  Their  dedication  to  football  has  created 
the  basis  for  a  strong  friendship. 

Parisi  and  Scarpellini  played  ball  together  for  eight  years:  four  at  Everett 
High  and  four  at  F.S.C.  They  have  been  best  friends  since  the  beginning  of 
their  high  school  careers.  Scarpellini  also  known  as  "Scap,"  said,  "It  makes  a 
friendship  that's  hard  to  match  by  anyone  because  you've  experienced  so 
much  together  on  and  off  the  field,  growing  up  in  the  same  city." 

"Scap"  and  Parisi  did  not  plan  to  go  to  the  same  college.  But,  Parisi  said, 
"It's  the  best  feeling  in  the  world  knowing  that  the  kid  you  shared  captain  with 
in  high  school,  you're  going  in  and  going  to  experience  the  same  things  in 
college." 

At  Fitchburg,  Scarpellini  and  Parisi  are  football  standouts.  Scarpellini  is  co- 
captain  of  the  team  with  Chad  Parks.  He's  one  of  the  top  lineman  in  F.S.C.'s 
history.  Though  presently  out  with  an  injury,  Scarpellini  has  started  for  the  last 
three  seasons,  and  was  named  to  the  NEFC  All-Academic  Team  the  past  three 
years. 

Parisi  led  the  team  last  year  with  a  career  high  of  464  yards  rushing.  He's 
been  a  starting  running  back  since  Freshman  year.  As  of  last  year  he  ran  a  total 
of  795  yards,  made  1 3  career  receptions  and  scored  five  touchdowns.  Last 
season,  Parisi  rushed  1  69  yards  in  one  game  to  tie  the  F.S.C.  rushing  record. 

Being  on  the  same  team  and  attending  the  same  college  has  made  Parisi 
and  Scarpellini's  friendship  and  respect  for  each  other  grow.  They  work  to- 
gether to  bring  their  football  careers  to  a  higher  level.  The  two  have  a  strong 
work  ethic  and  motivation  to  win.  rarely  has  Scarpellini  or  Parisi  missed  a  work- 
out session  in  the  past  eight  years.  Both  have  kept  the  mind-set  of  always 
being  "in-season."  Each  year  they  set  their  own  goals  for  the  season,  and  they 
push  each  other  to  obtain  them.  "I  know  how  much  he  wants  to  win,"  Scap 
said,  "And,  I  know  no  one  on  the  field  wants  to  win  more  than  him  and  he 
knows  no  one  wants  to  win  more  than  me."  Parisi  described  their  camaraderie 
as,  "He's  behind  me,  pushing  me  because  he's  1 1 0%  for  me,  and  I'm  1 1 0%  for 
him."
